Preface 

We  take  pride  in  announcing  the  sale  of  coins  for  the  benefit 
of  the  International  Refugee  Organization  (I.R.O.),  a  branch  of 
the  United  Nations. 

These  coins  are  part  of  the  loot  which  the  Nazis  stole  from 
their  victims  and  which  in  turn  was  captured  by  the  Allied  Armies. 
Their  original  ownership  cannot  be  determined. 

The  Allied  Powers  decided  that  this  loot  including  these  coins, 
should  be  turned  over  to  the  I.R.O.  They  directed  the  I.R.O.  to 
sell  this  property  and  to  use  the  proceeds  exclusively  for  the  re¬ 
settlement  and  rehabilitation  of  victims  of  Nazi  aggression. 

The  I.R.O.,  through  its  Merchandising  Advisory  Committee, 
requested  us  to  conduct  the  sale  of  the  coins.  The  physical  task  of 
sorting  and  grading  was  huge  because  more  than  25,000  coins  are 
involved.  We  decided  to  place  the  majority  of  the  coins  in  sub¬ 
stantial  lots  which  should  be  interesting  even  for  the  advanced 
collector  because  they  contain  many  coins  which  would  be  offered 
singly  in  a  smaller  sale.  In  addition  to  the  lots  there  are  400 
items  offered  singly. 

You  are  assured  that  the  condition  of  the  coins  is  conserva¬ 
tively  described,  that  our  estimates  are  not  only  very  reasonable 
but  that  it  is  our  considered  judgment  that  many  lots  will  be  sold 
for  sums  substantially  in  excess  of  the  estimates  given. 

We  know  of  no  sale  that  has  ever  been  held  that  is  comparable 
to  this  one  since  all  of  the  net  proceeds  go  exclusively  for  the 
aid  of  some  of  the  most  unfortunate  people  on  earth.  Because  of 
the  great  humanitarian  purpose  to  which  the  proceeds  will  go,  we 
urge  dealers  and  collectors  to  submit  maximum  bids  rather  than 
see  for  how  little  these  coins  can  be  purchased.
